Examiner's Comment 

Within the claims the examiner is interpreting the "reset signal" to be a deliberate signal, 
excluding the reset marker from simply being an indication of a reoccurrence of a 
program's first PC value (which could indicate a program reset, but does not indicate the 
"signal" associated with the reset). Thus the reset marking indicates a signal, which is 
beyond the tracing simply having reached a program's first address. This interpretation 
is a product of the examiner's judgment of the broadest reasonable interpretation of 
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"signal" in tine term "reset signal" and by its use on pages 9, 10, 22 and 23 of the 
specification.
